tention to t£SU& a challenge to all comers, 
FltzEimmons preferred. 
If the latter 


does not accept within two weeks, Cor- 
bett says he will make arrangements for 
a. fight with Sharkey, to take place on 
agreed territory, preferably In Mexico. 


Sharkey is the ideal of the sporting 


world today, and the most extravagant 
predictions as to .his future are made. 
Bharkey bears his honors madesHy. but 
reiterates his desire to meet Cbrbett in a 
log battle. 
He received a challenge 


from Maher yesterday for a ccftitest for 
5SOOO a side.- Sharkey says, however, 
that he will make no other plans until 
his meeting with Corbett has been ar- 
ranged.

A Financial Panic Has 'Been 


Tided Over 


BUT STILL 
THE 
FUTURE IS 


MUCH DREADED. 


Explanation to the Cause of 


Trouble. 


Georgetown, 


T-he financial crash which has been ex- 
pected here ever since the boundary 
question dropped down upon the colony 
on Lop of the sugar depression, has conio 
with full force. The British pulana. 
bank has b<=en aided by 'the local gov- 
ernment voting £100,000 as a guarantee 
for the hank's liabilities, and evan wJtli 
that assurance the US currency notes 
are being sold In many parts oE the 
colony lor'less-than SJ- An examiner 
has been appointed to look Into the 
bank's affairs, and a numbar.oC mer- 
chants arc In trouble In consequence of 
the financial unrest. 


The .Incidental reason for the- crash 


was the disappearance a, few weeks ago 
of Hush Sproslon, Jr.. probably the most 
Important man financially In ihe colony. 
It le said that he committed suicide by 
jumping, from one of his passenger 
steamers, but as no one saw..him go, 
doubts are expressed as to' the truth- 
fulness of the story.

Everyone, knowing that Sproston was 


heavily in debt, took 'fright an soon as 
the news of his disappearance was re-" 
ported, and a run upon the .bank -oc- 
curred at once. This mlffht.have been 
met, but after a. w-.hilc the people be- 
gan to remember that the bank notes 
were not guaranteed, and. the small 
trades people Immediately began to re- 
fuse them. . , 
. ' 


There was a rush upon the bank to get 


them sxchanged for coin. As the notes 
for the B'.-itlsh Guiana and Colonial 
banks constitute nearly the entire cur- 
. rency of the colony, and the two com- 
bined "did not'- have enough coin to re- 
deem them, the government was called 
upon to take action. Owing to the fact 
that a srcc* deal of government money 
was in the bank, and Its failure would 
have meant the ruin ot halt the sugar es- 
tates and merchants, the government 
was obliged to guarantee the notes, and 
at present there is a lull. 


It Is feared that the lull will be the 


forerunner of aereaterstorm.as the men 
ivho have been allowed to overdraw their 
accounts with the bank wlll'be forced to 
either pay or sell out when accounts are 
straightened outi and the opinion is that 
there will be a great deal of selling out. 
However it turns out In the future, the 
?c-ellng of distress here Is greater, In com- 
parison to the size of the place, than It 
was when the English began to unload 
United States securities when.the boun-. 
dary ciuestion first came up, and almost 
no buslness'.has been. done.since the dis- 
appearance of Sprosion.

Throughout the city, owinR to some 


strange misconception, there seems to be 
a certain timldU^ in buaiuess, a corlnin 
want of confidence in the prospects of the 
present ssiuon as to the stability of busi- 
ness.

for this feeling. It has had its origin in 
the calamity papers, and is Intensified by 
t^vtt recollection* of the pavuc a JP.W years 
Ego. This forbodlng of bad times is in- 
jurious to business, It affects every line 
D( industry, it prevents people) from buy- 
ing, whut they neoil. 
This curtails the 


business of tho merchants and reacts upon 
the factorhia. 
In this way. by their o\vn 


fopliaUness, the people injure business and 
rlose the mills.

gold basis." 


The platform Instructs the delegates 


to Chicago, both as to platform and can- 
didates, to advocate and vote as a unit, 
unflinchingly and at all hazards, for the 
restoration of silver, to use all their 
efforts to abrogate the two-thirds' rule 
If necessary, to secure the nomination of 
a candidate in complete, "In hearty and 
In know accord with the principles here- 
in enunciated by us." 


After the committee offered its report, 


Paul B. Means offered a straight gold 
standard amendment for the silver sec- 
tion. The gold plank was lost by a vote 
of S75 to 31.
